Dr. Stephen Martin, Chief Operating Officer of the Cook County Department of Public Health, presented an 
update on the Family Case Management Program transition. (See Attachment #1.) 

The Committee discussed the information presented. Dr. Martin explained that approximately half of the 18,000 
cases that have been identified to be transferred out are still a\vaiting the State’s transfer, Questions were raised 
with regard to this information; Chairman Ansell requested that the Committee receive an update at their 
January 27, 2009 meeting’. 


Receive quarterly quality report from John H. Strogen Jr, Hospital of Cook Comity 

Sue Klein, Director of Quality, and Dr. Maurice Lemon, Chief Medical Officer at John H, Stroger, Jr. Hospital 
of Cook County, presented the quarterly quality report from John H. Stroger, Jr, Hospital of Cook County. 

Chairman Ansell reiterated his request that members of the Committee receive reports for their review one week 
in advance for future meetings^. 

The Committee discussed the benchmark report containing survey results taken between August and December 
of 2007 regarding newborn care; Ms. Klein provided an overview of the process that takes place when survey 
results are received. Chairman Ansell asked Ms. Klein to provide the Committee with an update at a future 
meeting on any improvements in this area. 

Dr. Maurice Lemon, Acting Chief Medical Officer of Stroger presented the quality dashboard with details of 
Stroger Hospital’s performance on the CMS Core measures and the patient satisfaction results. After review of 
the results, a long discussion ensued regarding the importance of the quality department and the CMOs to set 
goals for the institution, to not accept average performance and to develop performance improvement plans to 
improve the outcomes on publicly reported measures. 

On the general subject of surveys, Director Munoz requested that a presentation be made at a future meeting that 
reviews the methodology of surveys and data collection\

RE: CCDPH CASE MANAGEMENT PROGRAM SERVICE REDUCTION UPDATE REPORT 


Below please find an update on the case management program service reduction initiative: 


Family Case Management (FCM) Program Transfer Status 

• HealthWorks (DCFS Medical Case Management) component - All cases (624) were transferred to the Illinois Department 
of Human Services (IDHS) lead agency Aunt Martha’s Chrysalis for assignment to other HealthWorks agencies. 


• All active FCM clients were sent a letter from Cook County Department of Public Health (CCDPH) in October 2008 
informing them of the change in FCM agency and providing them with a hotline number through IDHS. Clients who 
needed service while waiting to be contacted by their new FCM agency could call the hotline for direct referral and 
prioritization. 

• IDHS has identified to CCDPH all FCM agencies that will provide FCM services in suburban Cook. IDHS is now 
working to physically make available their information system to these FCM providers. Also, IDHS is making ready the 
electronic FCM client files for immediate transfer. As of October 30, 2008, IDHS servers located at CCDPH are still 
holding 9,729 electronic FCM client files for transfer. 


• IDHS will host a conference call on December 17, 2008 with FCM agencies serving suburban Cook County to discuss 
coordination of care including referral of prenatal intake clients to FCM agencies and referral of APORS/HRIF clients to 
CCDPH. CCDPH will be an active participant on this conference call.

• Substantive discussions have been held with Aunt Martha’s Youth Services (AMYS) at their request to discuss a proposed 
co-location of their FCM case manager at the following Health and Hospital System locations: 

o CCDPH WIC and Ambulatory Community Health Network Primary Care: Robbins Health Center and 
Cottage Grove Health Center 

o CCDPH WIC: South District Office (Markham) and Southeastern Health Center (South Holland) 
in addition to providing FCM services, AMYS is proposing to provide enrollment for the All Kids and Illinois Healthy 
Women programs regardless of the source of the client’s primai7 nicdical care. Also, clients will be screened for other 
programs provided by AMYS including Healthy Start, Targeted Intensive Prenatal Case Management, Healthy Families, 
and Teen Parent Services. CCDPH will facilitate a further discussion between AMYS and the Ambulatory Community 
Health Network of Cook County around other health program areas for the South Suburbs. 

• CCDPH continues to provide case management services as part of its statutory obligations to 2067 clients through the 
APORS (Adverse Pregnancy Outcome Reporting Syslem)/HRIF (High Risk Infant Follow-up) program. Attached please 
find a list of all case management and personal health services that will continue in FY 2009 at CCDPH (figure I.). 

• CCDPH continues prenatal intake including WIC certification, enrollment in Medicaid Presumptive Eligibility (MPE), 
completion of 707G (IDHS) prenatal risk assessment, referral to prenatal care providers, and referral to FCM agency 
based on zip cades provided by IDHS, From November 1 - November 20, a total of 315 prenatal intakes were completed 
by CCDPH, 
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• Freedom from Smoking - A series of community based adult health education sessions to promote smoking cessation 
and replacement of smoking behaviors with adoption of healthy lifestyle options. 

• Fathers Action Network - Social support service program for fathers who are transitioning from the correctional system 
and/or recovery program to promote positive parenting and relationships with their family. 

Personal Health Services 

In addition to the above case management programs, the following Maternal and Child Health Services will continue: 

• Women. Infants, and Children Supplemental Nutrition Program (WIC) - Nutrition education and food voucher 
program for pregnant and/or breastfeeding women and infants/children up through age 5 years whose family incomes are 
below 250% of the Federal Poverty Level. 

• Family Planning Program (Title X) - Clinic services including education, pregnancy testing, and contraceptive 
management and community outreach and education related to reproductive health. This program requires collaboration 
with our Health Promotion Unit for community outreach and education. 

• Vision and Hearing Program - Vision and hearing screening services are provided to children (less than 19 years of 
age) in the community including schools and day cares, Ambulatory and Community Health Network clinics, and 
CCDPH clinics by certified technicians. Priority is given to medically indigent families at or below 200% of the Federal 
Poverty Level and children aged 3 to 5 years of age. 

• STD Clinic Services - Screening and management of sexually transmitted diseases including treatment and education. 
Services for pregnant women and infants with congenital syphilis are coordinated with the client’s primary care provider.
